FACE TO FACE WITH YOU 


The South is not going to get right and stay right until most 
of the good folks quit being “one crop minded.’’ Who is the 
South? It’s you and I and all our neighbors, white and black, 
in all the states of the South. 

God loaded every state in our Southland full of golden oppor- 
tunities for farm as well as industrial wealth. There is not a 
state anywhere in the Last, the North or the West that could 
match us if you and I and all our neighbors would slo our part 
in making use of those God-given opportunities instead of our 
being blinded by our “one crop 
minds.” 

We sot “bumped” again by 
cotton in 1925 just as we have 
been getting “bumped” by cot- 
ton with fair regularity as far 
back as any of us can remem- 
ber and then some. The peach 
folks, the watermelon folks, the 
vegetable for shipment folks, 
the orange and grape fruit 
folks, the tobacco folks and all 
the other ‘one crop”’ folks get 


“bumped” from time to time 
through overproduction, faulty 


distribution and marketing. 

“Bumps” cf this kind, price 
smashes, losses every so often 
are as sure as sunrise and sun- 
set for all of us just so long 
as we stay “one crop minded’ 
and lay out our year’s opera- 
tions with that one crop only 
in mind. It makes no difference 
what the particular crop is. It’s 
the “one crop” system that 
brings farm poverty. 

We are running around in a 
circle and _ getting nowhere. 
One year small acreage, small 
yield, high price. Next year 
acreage is stepped up some, 
total yield increases, prices 
down some but not enough to 
burt. Third year, still more 
acreage, extra favorable grow- 
ing season, big yield, prices 
smashed, bankruptcy and being 
sold out by the sheriff for 
many, hard times for all grow- 
ing that particular crop; con- 
ferences, calls for Government 
help, resolutions to reduce 
acreage the following year, etc. 


Same old story over and 
over; around the same old circle 


time and again and getting nowhere. How long are you and I 
and all our friends and neighbors going to be foolish enough to 
keep this kind cf a game going; impoverishing ourselves and our 
families and through our foolishness enriching food, grain and 
meat growing farmers and dealers in states further north. My 
own state of Georgia has sent away an average of over one 
hundred million dollars per year for the last twenty-five years, 
two and one-half billion cotton dollars, for food, grain, hay and 
forage products. Most of that food and grain has gone to feed 


eotton growing farm families at two to three times the cost that 
the same could have been grown for on Georgia acres. 

Is it any wonder that the southern farmer is way behind his 
brother farmer in the food and grain producing states where 
“one crop minds’ are a thing of the past? Our troubles are 


largely of our own making and those troubles will stay right 
close to us so long as we have “one crop minds.” 

In every farm community right now there are some farmers 
resting 


easy. They have been ‘living at home and boarding 
at the same place.” Their corn 
crib is not up in Iowa; their 
smokehouse is not in Chicago 
or Ixansas City. Their fresh 
vegetables and fruit haye come 
direct from their own garden 
and orchard; their canned 
goods are from the shelves of 
their own homes, instead of the 
Maryland, Michigan or Cali- 
fornia grown products from the 
merchants’ shelves. Their home 
grown food has paid no freight 
bill nor has it paid a long line 
of profits to other farmers, 
manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retail merchants. 

These easy resting farmers in 
your community own _ their 
cotton or other kind of cash 
crop when it is made instead 
of owing it to supply merchant 
or banker. The secret of their 
easy position is the fact of 
home production of home food 
and grain needs on home acres. 
Their cash crop is a cash sur- 
plus crop in fact as well as 
name. 

The decision you make in the 
early part of 1927 is all im- 
portant. The secret of success 
on the farm anywhere is grow- 
ing home food and grain needs 
on your own acres just so far 
as possible. The cow, the hog 
and the hen are all-important 
in feeding the family. Food 
must be grown for them as well 
as for your own table. The cow 
won’t give good milk on water 
and air, neither will the hog 
put on fat or the hen lay eggs 
without food. 

In this feed-yourself plan do 
not forget the home garden. 
Give it an honest chance this 
year. Make it big enouzh. Pre- 
pare it right, plant it right, keep it tended right and replanted 
through the seasons. I will guarantee that the hole it knocks in 
your store bill will amaze you. 

I am absolutely sincere in my desire to see better conditions on 
every southern farm than is possible following any one crop sys- 
tem. The cow, the hog, the hen and a good big home garden, 
the growth of food, grain and foraze sufficient to see you through, 
is the answer to most of our farm troubles in the South. It’s 
up to you to start to cure your own troubles, now.

When you order five pounds

Take the number of pounds you are ordering 
In the first column and read straight across to your zone column 
and the amount shown is the postage to send us in addition to

To mature good heads the plant must not be too old when 
shipped. Over on the Carolina Coast Islands are a number of 
cabbage growers who plant for a surplus of cabbage plants so 
as to insure having enough plants for their own use in setting 
out their fields. If everything goes right they have more plants 
than they need and offer them for sale to you and others. What 
they get out of these surplus plants is so much clear money.

CULTUR as the ground can be worked to advantage in the spring. Ground should be thoroughly broken, 
well fertilized or manured and then worked down very fine; all trash, clods or grass roots being removed. The 
use of sets is absolutely unnecessary except as a matter of earliness. Where well shaped, long keeping, marketable 
onions are desired plant the seeds instead of sets as the seeds make much better onions in every respect. Sets 
vary considerably in size, but the average will run about one pound of 
sets to 50 feet of row. Onions from seeds will mature in 100 to 140 days, 
according to variety; from sets in from 80 to 100 days; from plants 2 weeks 
still earlier. 

Cover seeds in clay or heavy soils about 144 inch; in sandy soils 
1 inch. If weather and soil are dry firm the soil after planting; 
heavy or clay soils should not be firmed when wet. As 
soon as seeds are well up begin a light surface cultivation 
and keep this up every week or ten days. Never let grass 
or weeds get a start, for young onion plants choked with 
weeds or grass die down in the “set” size and will have to 
be held over until the following fall. Cultivation’ (always 
shallow) should be kept up until bulbs are well formed 
and matured as indicated by the dying down or dropping 
over of the tops. When matured dig or plow up and store 
in a dry place, leaving tops on until you are ready to use 
or market them.

PLANNING THE FLOWER GARDEN 


Before ordering flower seeds or plants it is best always to make 
a plan for final or lasting results. You don’t have to be a landscape 
gardener to make a beautiful home place. You can make a log 
cabin home beautiful as weil as the grounds around a costly man- 
sion. Unsightly places, as back yards, fences and house founda- 
tions should be sereened from view—all other views left unob- 
structed except by low-growing plants. Plan to show off the home 
as a pleasing sight. Don’t jump in and patch up your place for im- 
mediate results. Plan to add to the beauty of your home each year. 


With few exceptions flower seeds are very small, and sowing 
them by the inexperienced often results in failure, either partial 
or complete, because a few simple rules are not followed. There 
is nothing mysterious about success with flowers. They require 
eare and a little common sense. With these failure is almost im- 
possible. It is work that can not be left to a farm hand or la- 
borer. It must receive your careful personal attention. By observ- 
ing closely the following rules for sowing flower seed you will 
have little cause for complaint or failure. 

The Soi A mellow loam, which is a medium earth between 
the extremes of clay and sand, enriched by a com- 
post of rotten manure and leaf mold, is adapted to the generality 
of flowering plants. Previous to planting flower beds or borders 
care must be taken that they are so arranged that the ground is 
a_ little elevated in the middle, allowing the water to run off, this 
also showing off the plants ron poulcr agvaDteee: A a th 
H ake the surface as fine and smoo 
Planting the Seed as possible. Cover each sort of seed 
to a depth proportionate to its size; very small seeds, like petunias, 
should be merely sprinkled on the surface of the ground, and 
barely covered with finely-sifted, light mellow soil; press the soil 
down firmly over the seeds with a brick or a short piece of board. 
For larger seeds the depth should be regulated according to the 
size of the seeds, those the size of a pinhead, 14 inch deep, and 
those the size of a pea, % of an inch or more. Get a piece of lath 
(it would be better if planed smooth) about two feet long, press 
the edge down into the soil evenly, so as to make a groove as deep 
as the seea is to be planted, scatter the seed along this, allowing 
4 or 5 of the larger to 15 or 20 of the smaller seeds to the space 
one plant is to occupy when grown. Cover the seeds by pressing; 
turn your lath flatwise and press the soil down firmly. On light, 
sandy soils flower seeds should be covered twice the depth that

Sowing in Boxes planting. Many of them grow better 
for having been transplanted. In sections liable to late spring 
frosts or where drought comes in spring, it is advisable to sow 
seeds in shallow boxes which can be placed in a warm, sunny Win- 
dow or on a porch. This is always advisable with the expensive 
seeds and those of a tropical nature, such as coleus, salvia, etc. 
These need a warm soil to start the seeds. Sow the same as in 
open ground, and keep the soil moist, but not soaking wet. If sur- 
face of soil shows tendency to cake or crust scratch it lightly to 
break the crust. Small seeds cannot force their way through a 
crusted surface. As soon as plants reach a height of 2 to 3 inches 
they may transplanted, taking as much earth as possible with 
each plant, so as not to disturb the roots more than necessary.

Dust or spray 
with Calcium Arsenate at the first sign of a weevil, usually as first 
squares appear.

This plan means more 
forage than cowpeas will make, plus six to ten bushels of beans, without decreasing 
the usual yield of corn. We do not advise planting in bottom land corn. The growth 
on bottom land would be so heavy as to break down the corn. 

South of a line drawn east and west through Macon, Georgia, Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, and Jackson, Mississippi, plant the beans between the stalks of corn (2 beans 
to each place) about one month after corn planting. North of that line plant at the 
same time with the corn. Our experiments at the Hastings Farm have clearly dem- 
onstrated to us that in the northern half of the Cotton Belt the beans should be 
planted in the rows at corn planting time instead of later if best results are wanted 
from the crop.

The Chufa is a species of ground nut, most easily grown, and which ought to be 
on every Southern farm every year as a hog-fattening crop. Can be planted from 
April to June; cultivation the same as for bunch peanuts. The crop is usually 
matured by September 15, and can be left in the ground until time to turn the 
hogs in, the hogs doing the harvesting. 

Chufas are highly recommended by the Experiment Stations of Alabama, Florida, 
Arkansas and Louisiana. We know of no crop that will produce as heavy crops 
in proportion to the quality of land as Chufas, yields being about 50 to 100 bushels, 
though much larger yields can be and are made per acre. Any land suitable for 
cotton, corn, potatoes or peanuts will make profitable Chufas. 

At the Arkansas Experiment Station one-third of an acre of Chufas supported 
three hogs, averaging 122 pounds each, for 46 days. The gain during the 46 days 
averaged 66 pounds per hog. In this test Chufas proved practically as good as dry 
corn for fattening purposes: In the Alabama Station test the yield of Chufas was 
172 bushels per acre. hickens and turkeys as well as hogs are very fond of them.
